ARTICLE VII. 
GRAND OFFICERS. 
Section 1. The Most Worshipful Grand Master, or Right Worshipful Deputy 
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of him or them deputing him. Such deputation shall be in writing, and signed 
by the officer so deputing him. 


SEC. 3. On every guestion which may come before the Grand Lodge for de- 
cision, each Subordinate Lodge, by its representative or representatives present, 
shall.be entitled to cast three votes, all of which shall be given on the same 
side; and the representatives of each Lodge respectively by a majority shall de- 
cide on which side of the guestion the votes of their Lodge shall be cast; and 
each officer and member of the Grand Lodge present shall be entitled to cast 
one vote, but no one in his own right shall give more than one vote.

The Regular Communication of this Grand Lodge shall be held in Portland 
on the second Monday in June, annually, unless otherwise ordered by a two- 
thirds vote. 


The Grand Master, (or in his absence from the State, or inability to attend), 
the Deputy Grand Master, at his own discretion, or upon the application of a 
majority of the Subordinate Lodges, shall call special meetings of the Grand 
Lodge.

No Brothcr shall be eligible to anelective office in this Grand Lodge 
unless he is a Present or Past Master, member of a Subordinate Lodge under 
this jurisdiction. i 

Al the Grand Officers not elected shall be appointed annually by the Most 
Worshipful Grand Master, and their term of office shall be the same as the 
elected officers. 


ARTICLE V. 
VOTING. 


SECTION 1. A majority of all the votes present shall be necessary to a choice 
of the officers elected under this Constitution. 
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printing the proceedings, leaving the salaries of the Grand Sec- 
retary, Grand Lecturer and Chairman of the Committee on For- 
eign Correspondence wholly unprovided for. 


Some steps must be taken at the present session of the Grand 
Lodge to provide for this deficiency. 


I trust the Committee on Finance and Accounts will give this 
subject of Grand Lodge expenses careful attention, and find, if 
possible, some plan whereby the expenses may be made to come 
within the income, without a permanent increase of the per 


capita tax.

The Finance Committee presented a report, approv- 
ing all parts of the report of the Grand Lodge Trustees 
(see pages 60-65 preceding), having reference to 
finance, which committee report was adopted. 


TOKEN PRESENTED TO FRANK S. BAILLIE, P. G. M. 


Upon being called to the East M. W. Frank S. 
Baillie, P. G. M., was presented with a handsome card 
case and bill fold which contained an engraved certifi- 
cate of membership in his lodge (Baker Lodge No. 47). 
The R. W. Grand Secretary made the presentation in 
the following words: 


“Brother Baillie, there are some 28,038 Masons in the State 
of Oregon and there are just that many who love and revere 
Frank S. Baillie. (Loud and continued applause.) I don't know of 
anybody in the State of Oregon that the Craft love more than 
they do you, and as a small token of that love and esteem the 
Craft present to you this bill fold and card case.” (Loud 
applause.) 


M. W. Frank S. Baillie, P. G. M., replied as follows: 


"My friends, I deeply appreciate this testimonial of your 
esteem, and particularly the remarks of Brother Cheney.

The Grand Master, Frank Knox, in his annual address re- 
ported the appointment of seven district deputies and his at- 
tendance at district meetings in seven districts, where it was evi- 
dent that the interest was increasing as the programs were most 
carefully prepared. 


At the beginning of his official year he had appointed, upon 
the authority of Grand Lodge, a committee on Masonic education 
and a committee to revise the code and digest. The former re- 
ported the distribution to the lodges of a series of leaflets in- 
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declined to lay corner stones on Sunday. His recommendation 
that the subordinate lodges in the jurisdiction should not lay 
corner stones on the day reverenced as Sunday was approved by 
the Grand Lodge. 


The organization of & worth-while Masonic club was re- 
ported; the motive of the club was to assist known Masons or 
their families who are in distress. An instance is reported of 
prompt relief being extended to a Mason's widow through the 
club and Grand Lodge while two subordinate lodges tried to 
evade responsbility in the case. This club meets twice a week, 
one meeting being held on Sunday night so that the members 
can attend church in a body. Of this club the Grand Master said: 


This club appears to have a lofty object, inasmuch as 
it seems to be attempting the relief of the distressed and 
the uplight of mankind. It also has objects which are 
neither stated nor implied by many so-called Masonic 
clubs which are springing up like mushrooms throughout 
many Grand jurisdictions, to which our Grand jurisdiction 
is no exception. 


Membership in the Masonic Relief Association was discon- 
tinued. 


The address of the Grand Master begins and.ends with the 
expressed conviction that the supreme object of Masonry is the 
uplift of mankind. 


These are the Grand Master's words: 


Freemasonry, with the exception of the Church of 
God, stands out as the leading benefactor of mankind. It 
does not attempt to usurp the place of any religious sect, 
yet, its ideals are so lofty that it condemns and fre- 
quently punishes offenses which are not cognizable by 
civil law nor condemned by publie opinion. If one of the 
profane were to ask me “what is the ground upon which 
Masonry stands?" I would unhestitating answer: “First, 
belief in and reverence for a Supreme Architect of the 
Universe. Second, love thy neighbor as thyself.” Upon 
these two tenets or principles hang all the teaching of 
Masonry. 


The maintenance of a Masonic Home and an educational 
fund is a practical expression of these principles of Masonry. 


The education fund amounts to $7,023.97. 
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kept in business by the so-called upper classes in Amer- 
ica. His best customer is not the tough of the under- 
world, but the fashionable clubman. 


We all rejoice in the knowledge that on these vital 
questions of morality and patriotism there is not now 
and has never been any reason to doubt or question the 
attitude of Freemasonry. 


The spirit and genius of the republic, enshrined in 
Old Glory, will endure so long as the three and a half 
millions of Masons in America feel and exercise a keen 
sense of personal responsibility for our laws and insti- 
tutions. 


History repeats itself, and Masonry is again, as it 
has been many times in the past, the Reserve Army of 
Civilization. 


The cuts of eleven new Masonic Temples in Indiana appear 
in these Proceedings. 


The Grand Treasurer reported a balance in all funds of 
$407,382.73. Total amount of interest earned, $15,427.57. 


Two thousand dollars was received by the Masonic Home as 
a memorial education fund. Another legacy of $1,000.00 was left 
to the Home. 


Excellent entertainments including moving pictures were 
provided by friends for the Home as were religious services, the 
Sunday school being conducted by the students of Franklin 
College. 


An amendment to the General Regulations was proposed 
permitting a lodge to receive a petition from a friendly alien, 
other conditions being fulfilled. 


The amendment was not passed because this Grand Lodge has 
no law that requires a petitioner to be a citizen of the United 
States. 


Gifts and felicitations were extended to the outgoing and 
incoming Grand Masters. 


The thirteenth annual report on foreign correspondence from 
the pen of P. G. M. Elmer F. Gay appears in this volume of 
Proceedings. 


In his introduction he gives a few statistics from which we 
learn that there are 16,279 lodges in the United States with a 
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up the teams from the officers of the several lodges, or from 
one lodge the Grand Lecturer and his associates were notified 
and they conducted all the rehearsals. 


As a result the ritualistic work of the subordinate lodges 
became of an admirable perfection, and there was increased 
interest on the part of the brethren in all the lodges. 


The Masonic Home Fund amounts to $54,086.59, the income 
of which is used to assist such needy applicants as would be 
able to meet the reasonable requirements for admission to the 
average Masonic Home. The balance in the Grand Lodge Educa- 
tion Fund was $44,990.16. This fund awards college scholar- 
ships. The record of its administration is one of splendid accom- 
plishment. The total amount paid to holders of scholarships 
during the year was $13,994.47. Forty-eight scholarships were 
awarded during the year. 


This is an excerpt from the report of the Trustees of the 
Educational Fund: 


` 


It may not be amiss to emphasize two prereguites to a 
successful college career. In our opinion it is a mistake for 
any one to undertake the exactions of a college course who 
lacks the required mentality or to undertake such a course 
under the handicap of insufficient preparation. 

While the trustees, in awarding scholarships, have in the 
past emphasized chiefly the necessity for the assistance re- 
quested, and while necessity will always be the essential 
prerequisite, it will be necessary, as the demand for assist- 
ance increases, to glve greater emphasis to those qualifica- 
tions which are manifestly essential to the ultimate success 
of the applicant. 


The Masonic Service Board co-operates with and assists all 
lodges in the state and numerous associated bodies in relief 
activities. The Board disbursed in this way $9344.11, and in 
addition referred certain cases to be cared for through the 
medium of the Masonic Home Committee. The fact that one 
case was cared for in California shows the far-reaching service 
of this Masonic Service Board, which also operates a bureau of 
employment. 


This jurisdiction declined to participate in the membership 
and work of the National Masonic Tuberculosis Sanatoria Asso- 
ciation, as Rhode Island has within its borders a sanatorium of 
sufficient capacity to care for all who are afflicted with tuber- 
culosis.

an able legalist, familiarly known as Billy Muir, son-in-law of 
Judge John W. Whalley. Muir died in 1911. 

Our subject joined with his cousin, Jerry E. Bronaugh, in 
1900, to form the firm of Bronaugh and Bronaugh. "Jerry" was 
evidently the short of Jeremiah, the name of the father of Earl, 
Senior, who was the father of our Earl, Junior. Jerry died in 1938. 

Governor Chamberlain appointed our subject state circuit 
judge of Multnomah County in 1907, to succeed Judge A. L. 
Frazer. Our Judge continued as judge by election in 1908, and 
resigned in 1910. 

He was especially able in equity cases, to which he gave care- 
ful aud patient adjudication. He was general counsel and presi- 
dent of the Title and Trust Company, which he helped to organize 
in 1908. His name is inseparable from the title history of this 
community. He served extensively as counsel for Scottish in- 
vestors in Oregon realty, who began sending their thrifty money 
to Oregon in the early 1880s. He was a member of the Portland 
city council in 1900, aud of the city Charter Board in 1901, and 
again of the Charter Board in 1912. 

Judge Bronaugh is survived by a son Lewis, an attorney in 
Portland, and two daughters, Mrs. Elizabeth Hall and Mrs. Polly 
Cheney. A son, Earl C. Bronaugh, 3rd, died in 1946 (November). 


IV. REVAMPS EDUCATIONAL FUND 

As Grand Master in 1919-20, Brother Bronaugh was foremost 
in restoring the educational fund of the Grand Lodge to the 
functions of assisting the education of children of Master Ma- 
sons. For manv years that fund has been interned in the early 
Masonic Temple at South West Third and Morrison streets, and 
in the Masonic Temple at South West Park and Yamhill. In 
Grand Master Bronaugh's administration those two buildings 
were sold for $330,000, of which some $200,000 accrued to the 
Education Fund, whereupon the Masonic bodies of the West Side 
bought the block and proceeded to build the large Temple on 
West Park between Main and Madison. 

As will be remembered, John C. Ainsworth, Sr., had led the 
beginnings of that fund in 1854, and had served as guardian of the 
fund for a decade afterwards. 

The fund now amounts to $472,000 (April 1, 1952). It began 
with an appropriation by the Grand Lodge of $150. 


V. EULOGY 

A biographer truly says that Earl C. Bronaugh had dignified 
presence, earnest purpose, high professional integrity, and deep 
knowledge of the principles of law. 

At the banquet which signalled Judge Bronaugh's retirement 
from the state judgeship, in 1910, the president of the Multnomah 
County Bar Association, Harrison Allen, said: 

“In the history of Oregon's judiciary, notwith- 
standing the many judges that have come aud gone 
in that interval, this is the second testimonial of this 
character, paid to a retiring judge. Certainly the 
highest encomium of a judge's success is the respect 
accorded him by lawyers. Men at times, who are 
elevated from the ranks to a position of power and 
influence, degenerate into tyrants, but in Judge Bro- 
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Finance Committee, and that the Grand Lodge act upon the 
report of the Finance Committee,

The Trustees of the Grand Lodge are vested with the authority 
to administrate The Grand Lodge Educational Fund, subject, of 
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with Jerry among them to dispense sympathy, charity and 
love to this earth.” 
The report of Grand Secretary Proudfoot discloses data of interest 

to the Craft, the Grand Lodge Education Fund as of April 30, 1935 
was $458,765.25, 455 Life Memberships were issued in the fiscal year, 
bringing the total to 5,424,membership in the Grand Jurisdiction as of 
December 31, 1952 was 41,557, and there were 182 chartered Lodges, 
plus Wayfarer Lodge U.D. at Eugene, and Oregon Military U.D., at 
Frankfort, Germany. 


On June 11, 1953, the Grand Lodge granted a charter to Wayfarer 
Lodge No. 213; Mt. Nebo Lodge U.D. was continued under dispensa- 
tion for another year, as was Oregon Military Lodge at Frankfort, 
Germany. 

This Annual Communication produced an unsually heavy batch 
of proposed changes in the Code, which had been referred to the Juris- 
prudence Committee. That Committee made report on 14 proposed 
changes, of which only three resulted in changes being made, while 
eleven were, by adoption of the Jurisprudence Committee reports, 
killed by the Grand Lodge. It is indeed fortunate that this important 
committee, whose members are always seasoned and well informed 
Master Masons, views these proposed changes with care and sagacity, 
thereby eliminating unwise or unnecessary legislation, and keeping the 
Code reasonably simple and understandable to an average member of 
the Craft. 

W. Brother William D. E. Sharpe, W.M. of Research Lodge of 
Oregon No. 198, presented his report on the Grand Lodge Educational 
program, and it was adopted. He pointed out that the first six months 
of the Grand Lodge year were devoted almost entirely to the observance 
of the Bi-Centennial of the Initiation of George Washington, yet that 
activity was not permitted to interfere with the overall educational 
program. Each Worshipful Master was requetsed to appoint an Edu- 
cational Committee Chairman and to advise Research Lodge of his 
name and address. Members of Research Lodge, working through the 
Speakers Committee under the chairmanship of R. W. Brother Barklow, 
had given in excess of 100 addresses in all sections of the Jurisdiction. 
A reference list of many historical articles, citing the date of publica- 
tion and where the article could be obtained, was prepared by W. 
Brother Wilkinson, and each Lodge was supplied with a copy. Many 
other activities, all of an educational nature, were included in the 
report, but were not considered to be sufficiently significant to be in- 
cluded in the history. 

Most of the Lodges in the Grand Jurisdiction set aside a special 
meeting to observe the Bi-Centennial of the Initiation of George 
Washington, and assisted in planning and participation in District 
Meetings. 

The Portland Area Meeting was held in the Portland Civic Audi- 
torium on November 19, 1952. This affair was a most significant event 
and it cannot be discribed in any other way than to quote the report 
of W. Brother Sharpe:

money needed per month for each child during the school year. 
The completed forms are then mailed to the Grand Secretary. 

The Grand Secretary then assigns a District Deputy, usually 
the Deputy of the District in which the Lodge is located to 
make an investigation. The District Deputy then makes his 
recommendation as to the financial aid needed per month for 
the school year. The Lodge and the District Deputy recommend- 
ations do not have to coincide. The completed forms are then 
sent to the Grand Secertary's office. 

The investigations are then forwarded to a member of the 
Trustees, usually the Senior Grand Warden, who after carefully 
evaluating the recommendations of the Lodge and District Dep- 
uty presents his recommendation at the next monthly meeting 
of the Trustees. The Trustees then decide on the amount of 
financial assistance necessary. The usual amounts granted are 
from $25.00 to $85.00 per month for the school year, the average 
being from $50.00 to $60.00. 

It is important to know that similar investigations must be 
made for each school year. The forms for re-application for 
Educational Assistance are mailed to the Lodges from the 
Grand Secretary's office in May of each year. Many of these 
applications do not reach the Trustees until the school year is 
partially over. The re-application forms should be started dur- 
ing the summer months or early in the school year. At the 
March meeting of the Trustees a resolution was passed that 
any re-application investigations received after November Ist, 
of the current year would not be retroactive except under un- 
usual circumstances. 

During the 1969-70 Masonic year Educational Assistance was 
granted to 40 families with 73 children from 38 Lodges in this 
Grand Jurisdiction. A total of $32,315.00 was expended for their 
education leaving a balance of $4,548.31 which reverts to the 
principal of the irreducible Education Fund. 

My sincere thanks to the Grand Secretary and his office 
staff, the Masters and Secretaries of the Lodges and the District 
Deputies for their investigations and to all those who partici- 
pated in this great charity for our Masonic children.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE 

To the Grand Lodge of Ancient Free and Accepted Masons of Oregon: 

Our report of the investment activities of the Finance Committee during 
the last year indicates that we have had the usual good results as to new 
money and as to earnings. The report of the Grand Secretary, which you 
have already received, shows that the investment funds of the Grand Lodge 
have increased to $8,048,356.00. This reflects a gain of nearly seven hundred 
thousand dollars. | want to repeat once more that when I speak of invest- 
ment funds I mean the pooled fund of the moneys supporting our various 
activities which share in the Income on the basis of their participation 
in the Pool. As of April 30, 1974, the principal funds participated as follows: 


General Fund 3.863% 
Life Membership 23.500% 
Fducation Fund 10.094% 
Home Fndowment 55.267% 
Home Building 4.049% 


In order to take advantage of the continuing high rates of interest, the 
bulk of new money was invested in Bonds with a definite maturity date 
and maximum income. We anticipate that an even higher rate will be avail- 
able during this year. However, sooner or later the peak in interest rates 
will be reached and a lower rate will be upon us, so it seems to be good 
business to take advantage of the opportunities now available to us. 


The following schedule reveals the changes made in the Portfolio during 
the year under review:

EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE COMMITTEE 

“Educational Assistance” in the Jurisdiction of Oregon is authorized 
in the Grand Lodge By-Laws. Educational Assistance references can be 
found in the following sections: 

Section 128.7 Power and Duties of the Trustees of the Grand 

Lodge - Educational Assistance 

Section 154 Funds of Grand Lodge 

Section 217.14 Power and Duties of Master - Education of Children. 

It is interesting to note in the title of two of the sections the uses of 
the word “Duties.” We, as Masons, have a duty, a responsibility and an 
obligation (it's what you have to do) to report to the Master of your Lodge 
the finding of a child or grandchild of a Master Mason of a Lodge in this 
jurisdiction who needs assistance in obtaining an education in public 
school K through 12 or Post High School through age 22. 

This is not a new Masonic concept. We can thank W.B. George Wash- 
ington as a primary advocate for public education. As Masons, we too 
carry on the tradition of not only strongly supporting public education, 
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butalso providing financial assistance to guarantee the accomplishment 
of that education. 

The Educational Assistance logistics process requires an application 
be obtained from the Grand Secretary. The Master of the sponsoring 
Lodge conducts a personal family interview to complete the application 
andcollectthe required financial information from the family. The District 
Deputy will receive a separate application form to be completed inde- 
pendently from that of the Master. The applications must be completed 
and submitted timely to determine eligibility. For those who qualify, 
the amount of the actual Educational Assistance will depend on many 
variables, but will never exceed the present cap of $600 per family per 
month for a nine-month School Year. 

The Senior Grand Warden presents the completed application with 
a recommendation to the Trustees on a monthly basis up to the time 
of the application deadline of December 31 for K-12 and January 31 for 
Post High School of the current school year. 

I do not want to diminish the gratification received and compassion 
and hard work given by the Grand Secretary to this Charity. He is the 
front runner who does the detail analysis of the applications and spends 
countless hours in that capacity. Thank you, R.W.B. Paul, for your per- 
sonal caring in this endeavor as well as the tutoring to the Senior Grand 
Warden in helping him to understand the basic requirements. 

Section 154.2(b) Education Fund states in part: "The income of the 
irreducible Educational Fund, less the cost ... shall be applied to the 
payment of appropriations made ... for the education ... .” Technically, 
this spells out the amount of appropriations each year that become 
available for distribution. Any amount of the appropriations not used 
is recovered into the Education Fund. 

The following is a very brief historical record of "Appropriations," “Dis- 
tributions” and "Returned to Fund":

Appropriations this past year were down considerably from the previ- 
ous year because of the tremendous “hit” we took on the Endowment 
Fund as a result of the downturn in economic conditions. Even with the 
market downturn, the amount of distributions increased by $16,800 from 
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the previous year. This year the Grand Master made a special point to 
stress the importance of this Fund and the District Deputies spread the 
word resulting in 27 new first-time applicants. 

The Grand Lodge received a total of 61 applications for processing 
during this year. The following table reflects an analytical summary of 
those 61 applications:

Fifty-two percent of all applications were approved. Those applications 
not approved fell into four categories, including “Not Qualified,” “Failed 
to Act,” “Denied” and “Withdrawn.” The two largest categories of applica- 
tions not approved included nine applications as “Not Qualified” at 15 
percent, and 13 applications as “Failed to Act” at 21 percent. 

I was particularly curious about those in the Failed to Act category. 
With the help of the Grand Secretary we discovered that 12 of the 13 
were caused by the applicants themselves who failed to act and one 
was because of a Master who failed to act. 

In the overall, the Craft should be proud of the results of this year's 
Educational Assistance activity. Thank you all for your contributions to 
this endeavor. As we look toward the future, we hope the Market Values 
will quickly return and the Brethren will continue to observe and report 
on those who may need relief by obtaining Educational Assistance.

The most important goal of the Home Endowment Committee this 
year is to make it visible to all of the Brothers. The revenue generated by 
the Home Endowment Fund finances our MasonicAid program. | would 
like to thank M.W.B. Ed Bousquet for making this his only philanthropy. 
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Apprentices is all that could be demanded. Care, however, should be taken 
that none be initiated who do not give beforehand good evidence of a capacity 
to receive and exemplify all the degrees in due time. Secondly, I deem it ne- 
cessary that the practice of appointing several Grand Lecturers should be 
changed, and that, instead, only one be apane The reasons for such a change 
are, to my mind, obvious, and must, I think, be equally so to all who have had 
opportunity to observe the policy which has been pursued. Competent men 
can not be found to leave their business and spend the time necessary to give 
the subordinate Lodges the proper and reguisite instruction, unless they can 
be suitably remunerated. One man, if properly paid, can give instruction 
throughout the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, better than several; and, 
without any doubt, the work performed under such instruction will be more 
uniform, and probably more correct than can be obtained under the present 
lan. 

I would, therefore, recommend that a sum of money be set apart to re- 
munerate a Grand Lecturer, to be elected at the present annual communication. 
Should it be deemed necessary, some portion of the money could be obtained 
by an assessment upon the subordinate Lodges. I would recommend that such 
Grand Lecturer be required to visit all the subordinate Lodges within this 
jurisdiction, at such times as will suit his and their convenience, and there ex- 
emplify the work which may be approved by this Grand Lodge. It is now 
time that this work be done. 

The cause of education is again most heartily commended to your favorable 
attention. The duty we owe ourselves, our children, and our country, should 
prompt us to action in behalf of this cause. Death may soon smite many 
of our Order, who will leave behind them no means to educate their children ; 
but they will leave them as a sacred trust to the watch, and care, and protec- 
tion of their brethren. Let us make timely preparation to discharge well this 
noble and saered duty, that the children of deceased Masons may realize the 
blessings of science, and a complete education. 

In conclusion, allow me to say that, so far as on me depends, I will always 
be found ready and willing to co-operate with e in all things calculated to 
promote the interests of our time-honored and beloved Order.

We have examined the reports of the several Lodges, and find them to be 
regular and in due form, with the exception of Multnomah Lodge No. 1, 
which report does not exhibit the date of initiations, passings, raisings, rejec- 
tions, suspensions, or oxpulsions ; with this exception the report is correct.

‘Vhe following address of the M. W. Grand Master, was presented by the 
presiding officer, and read by the Grand Secretary : 
BRETHREN OF THE GRAND LODGE: 
In accordance with a time honored custom, as well as in the discharge of 
my official duty as prescribed by the Constitution, | bave the honor of again 
addressing to you my annual message, and in so doing, I sball endeavor to 
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give you a plain, brief and correct statement of my official acts during vaca- 
tion, as well as suggest for your consideration, such measures as in my judg- 
ment will serve to advance the interests of tbe craft in our own jurisdiction. 
Let us not forget, that in assembling together, as the logal representatives of 
the fraternity, that we are taught as Masons, before commencing any great 
or important undertaking, to implore the aid of Him, who said ** Let there 
be light, and there was light,” to so dircct us in the discharge of our duties, 
that ourlabors may commence in peace, be conducted harmoniously, and 
closed acceptably to Him whom we acknowledge as our chief-head. 

Since our last annual communication, much has occurred to claim our 
attention as Masons. Weare sadly reminded that the frontiers of two Ter- 
ritories comprised within our jurisdiction, have been the theatre of n desolat- 
ing warfare with several of the Indian tribes. At the first call of the Execu- 
tive, with a patriotic ardor characteristic of the fraternity everywhere, many 
of the members of our Subordinate Lodges engaged in the volunteer service. 
As a gratifying evidence of the confidence and esteem won by Free Masons 
of the present day from their fellow-citizens, it is not inappropriate to the 
present occasicn, to remind you that the first offices of responsibility, to- 
gether with many subordinate ones, were filled hy members of the fraternity. 
The pleasure and gratification consequent upon this honorable preference 
expressed for brothers of the mystic tie, are deeply saddened by the painful 
realization that the flowers of hope are sometimes intermingled with the 
mournful cypress, suggestive of an untimely end. In the progress of the war 
thus far, the arrows of the archer Death have fallen thick among our Breth- 
ren. We are called upon to mourn the loss of several active, useful and emi- 
nent members of the fraternity ; to mingle our regrcts with those of a wide 
circle of bereaved friends at their sad and sudden fate, and to testify tho 
strength and power of our fraternal attachment to them whils living, and 
our more than fraternal esteem and respect for their memory. 

Brother Wm. A Sravenrer, Lieutenant in the United States Army, and 
W. M. of Steilacoom Lodge No. 8, was killed December 4th, 1855, on White 
river, in Washington Territory, while ih command of a regular and volun- 
teer force in the enemy’s country. He was buried with appropriate honors, 
according to the Masonic ritual, blended with the military honors duc to bis 
rank in the army of the United States. His Lodge lost another member, in 
the person of Brother A. B. Moses, who was killed November Ist, 1855, 
when returning from the campaign against the Indians. 

Brother CHARLES BENNETT, Captain of Company F, of the Ist Regiment 
of Oregon Volunteers, was killed on the 8th of December last, in the four 
days’ fight in the Walla-Walla country, bravely charging a superior force, 
under the immediate observation of his commanding officer, Brother Lieut. 
Col. Kerty. The remains of Brother BENNETT were brought home, in ac- 
cordance with arrangements previously made by my order, designed to meet 
such a contingency should it unhappily occur. Under the supervision of 
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Salem Lodge No. 4, of which he was a member and P. S. W., attended by a 
very large civic procession, composed of the Executive, Judicial and other 
civil officers of the Territory, the Legislative Assembly (then in session,) a 
large number of volunteer reeruits, and citizens generally, all that was mor- 
tal of our gallant friend and brother was committed to his and our mother 
earth. 

Brother ABsaLon J. Hemeree, Captain Company E, of the Ist Regiment 
of Oregon Volunteers, was killed on the 10th of April lest, in the Yakima 
country, at the head of a scouting party of picked men, He fell at tbe first 
fire, mortally wounded, with his latest breath cheering and rallying his brave 
comrades to make a stand against an overwhelming force of the enemy. His 
remains were recovered, and by well ordered arrangements, transported to 
his home in Yamhill county. Lafayette Lodge No. 3, of which he was a 
member and P. J. W., paid the last sad rites of sepulehre to our bravo and 
highly esteemed friend and brother, assisted by a number of visiting Breth- 
rcn, and in presenee of a vast assemblage convened to honor the memory of 
him, who was justly esteemed one of tho leading eitizens of his ceunty and of 
the Territory. 

Brother A. J. Dorox, Indian agent, whose assassination by the Yakimas, 
while in the discharge of his official duty, precipitated the war on the north- 
ernfrontier, was a member of Olympia Lodge No. 5. This Lodge lost 
another member, Brother James McALUisTER, who was killed in a skirmish 
with the enemy on the 28th of Octoher last. 

{do not design upon this occasion, to do more than pay a passing tribute 
to the memory of these honored members of our institution; [ should do 
violence to my own, as well as to your feelings, to do less. 

ta making up the record of the fraternal dead, the memory of one, who 
was a member of the Lodge over which I so long presided at Oregon City, 
elaims attention. Among the numher of those who were killed in the 
terrible tragedy at the Caseades, by which so many valuable lives were lost 
by the hands of the ruthless savage, was Brother James Sixciair; his long 
residence in the country made him generally known, and none knew him but 
to praise, honor and love him. 

Soon after the fall of our lamented brother, Capt. BENNETT, I directed the 
Grand Secretary to address a communication to cach of the Subordinate 
Lodges, requiring them to open a subseription, for the purpose of raising a 
fund, to he applied to the erection ot a suitable Masonic monument to the 
memory of those who have or may fall during the present Indian war. In 
preparing the communication, the Grand Secretary failed to state that it was 
by my order, and although it bore the seal of the Grand Lodge, whieh was 
evidence of my act, (for I hold that no order can issue hearing the seal of the 
Grand Lodge without the consent of the Grand Master,) yet exceptions were 
taken to the order on this ground ; and in some of the lodges, | fear, little 
bas been done toward the accomplishment of so desirable an object. — | trust 
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this subject will present itself favorably for your consideration, and that a 

plan will be adopted for the speedy accumulation of a fund, the expenditure 
of which shall be honorable to the fraternity, as well as serve as a last token 
of appreciation to ** departed worth.” 

On the Ist day of August last, T issued a Dispensation to Brother DANIEL 
STEWART and others, properly recommended by Salem Lodge No. 4, to open 
a Lodge in Winchester, Douglas county, Oregon, returnable at this session 
d of the Grand Lodge. 

On the 6th day of May last, | issued a Dispensation to Brother J. DaviD- 

á son and others, to open a Lodge in the city of Portland, under the following 
peculiar circumstances: Brother Davipson, together with a sufficient num- 
ber of unexceptionable Masons, very properly petitioned for a Dispensation 
to open a new Lodge, and in accordance with an established custom, and tke 
requirements of the Constitution, applied to the nearest Lodge (Willamette ` 
No. 2) for their recommendation. At a regular communication of said 
Lodge (Willamette No. 2) a motion was made to recommend the petitioners ; 
whercupon, the W. M. peremptorily refused to entertain the motion. This 
unwarrantable exercise of the prerogative of a W. M., coupled with a 
belief that a majority of the members werc.favorable to the petitioners ; 
being personally acquainted with every one who had joincd in the application 
for a new Lodge ; and believing that the formation of a new Lodge in the 
city of Portland would have a tendency to harmonize, whore, unhappily, 
disagreement exists; and, further, entertaining the opinion that the Consti- 
tution, in requiring the recomendation of the nearest Lodge, is intended 
only to govern cases where the Grand Master has no personal acquaintance 
with the petitioners, and where a lawful endorsement of their ability and 
fitness would render it necessary, I have, after carefully examining every 
thing in connection with the subject, granted the Dispensation, which I am 
fully persuaded will mect with your ungualified approval. 

f Some time during the month of April, I received a written communication 
trom Brother S. G. REED, Secretary of Willamette Lodge No. 2, setting 
forth certain grievances, and asking to be relieved from the further dis- 
charge of his duties as Secretary of said Lodge. After a fruitless endeavor 
on my part to reconcile the difference between him and the W. M. of said 
Lodge, 1 granted the prayer of the petitioner and released him from the 
further duties of his office. The petition with the accompanying papers are 
herewith transmitted. 1 will here take occasion to recommend a therough 
investigation of all the doings of Willamette Lodge No. 2 since the last 
annual communication. 

{ wish to call your attention to the fact, that several cases have occurred, 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, where a candidate for the myste- 
ries of Masonry has been received and initiated, and, without any apparent 
cause, has been refused advancement, The right to cast a black ball is un- 
questionable ; but is it right —is it Masonic--to receive thc fec, initiate the 
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candidate for our mysteries, and then after making suitable proficiency, and 
applies for advancement, to coolly tell him that some one objects? ‘The 
natural question arises, on what ground does some one object? You can 
not say, you do not know! A Mason is denied a privilege by another 
Mason—he is denied the right to refute a charge which is secretly made 
against him ; or ifreally valid objections exist, the Lodge then is injured 
by having no clue to the evidence against him ; the objecting member studi- 
ously refraining from making known his objection. Would it not be more 
Masonic to consider the Entered Apprentice or Fellow Craft in the light of 
a Mason, as he really is, and entitled to our protection as such? If charges 
are made against him, that he may have an opportunity to refute those 
charges, and if on examination he is found guilty of an offense, or if he has 
deceived the Lodge and proves to be other than he was represented, let the 
. Master, whem he is taught to serve, expel him on his own motion, and thus 
free the Lodge from a useless drone—or in other words, reject the stone as 
wholly unfit for the moral Masonic edifice we are endeavoring to erect. 
deem this a suitable subject for your consideration, and one which 1 trust 
you will cautiously and carefully investigate. 

Iam induced to eall your attention to the subject of border jurisdiction, 
from a communication received from M. W. Brother W. H. Howard, Grand 
Master of California, in which he asks my permission for Crescent Lodge, 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of California, to make Masons of 
eitizens of Oregon residing near to Crescent Lodge, in California, and far 
remote from any Lodge in Oregon. I very cheerfully gave the permission , 
asked for, and now reeommend that you adopt a resolution on this subjeet, 
that will have for its object the proximity of residence and convenience of 
application, rather than geographical lines. 

I have received during the year just elosed, a eommunication from M. W. 
Brother Joseru D. Evans, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of New York, 
on the subject of Grand Lodge Representation, and proposing an inter- 
change of representatives. My first impression was adverse to the plan pro- 
posed, but subsequent eorrespondence on the subject, has induced me to 
waive my objections and adopt the “representative system." The names of 
our respective Grand Lodge representatives have been agreed upon, and as 
this new system (to us) incurs no expense, I trust you will approve my acts 
in the premises, and that the most sanguine expeetations of the distin- 
guished brother that proposed it may be fully realized. 

The subject of uniformity of work, ean not fail to elaim your attention at 
tho present session. Three years ago the Grand Lodge elected a Grand Lec- 
turer, whose duty it was to teach the work, as then agreed upon, in all the 
Subordinate Lodges. I need not remind you that little er nothing was done 
by that officer. At our last annual communication, iv order to more thor- 
oughly provide for the necessities of the Subordinate Lodges in this respect, 
the two Territories. comprised within our jurisdiction, were divided inte 
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three districts, and Grand Lecturers appointed for each. The great diserep- 
ancy in work, which exists throughout the entire jurisdiction, calls loudly 
for reformation, and I trust you will adopt some plan that will arrest the 
innovations that are constantly ereeping into the ritual. I would recom- 
mend that the Grand Lodge set apart a portion of its time for the exemplifi- 
cation of work and rehearsal of the lectures in the several degrees, and, if 
possible, adopt a uniform system that shall go forth as the work of the Grand 
Lodge of Oregon. 

1 would also recommend that you adopt, at the present session, a uniform 
code of By-Laws, for the government of Subordinate Lodges. Under the 
present regulation, cach Lodge prepares its own By-Laws, and as they can 
not be enforccd until approved by the Grand Lodge, which of course makes it 
the act of the Grand Lodge, I would recommend this plan to avoid inconsisten- 
eiesinlegislation. Brevity should be a characteristic feature in the preparation 
of these Laws, yet they should be sufficiently comprehensive to include every 
thing which should be included in the By-Laws of a Subordinate Lodge; 
then beauty will be added ta strength in the uniformity that would prevail 
among the Lodges. 

During the present session, many important matters will be presented for 
your consideration, of which it is not proper for me to speak at present, but 
! ean not let this opportunity pass to express my confidence in your ability 
and willingness to apply the necessary remedy for wrong doing, and to he 
always guarded against dissensions coming from wbatever quarter it may. 

[ trust your many duties will not so engross your attention, as to cause 
you to wholly lose sight of our prospects for adding to the sum accumulated 
for educational purposes. Many of our sister Grand Lodges are condemniug 
the plan of establishing institutions of learning under the guidance of Ma- 
sonry. I trust that young and fecble as we are, that we shall not be deterred 
from our duty in this respect, because othcr older and abler Grand Lodges 
have shrunk from the undertaking, in consequence of its magnitude and im- 
portanee. Our efforts thus far to accumulate a sum exclusively for educa- 
tienal purposes, have been, considering the few Lodges comprised within our 
jurisdiction, abundantly suceessful. ‘This subject ] trust will not fail to 
claim your favorable attention. 

I now wish to remind you that my term of service is abont to expire, and 
that it is my unaffected wish to retire from the high position in which it has 
been your pleasure to place me. from the first organization of this Grand 
Lodge to the present time, ! have bcen honored with prominent stations at 


your bands, and in closing my official relations with you as your chief officer 

for the past three years, I desire thus publicly to tender you my sincere and 

heartfelt thanks for the confidence you liave at all times reposed in mwe. For 

the support and assistance rendered me at 21] times by the Grand officers and 

members, with whom and myself uninterrupted*tarmony and fraternal union 

have existed, and for the respect that has always been awarded my officia! 
1 
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acts and decisions, 1 shall ever remember with pleasure my official relations 
with the Grand Lodge of Oregon. 

And now, in bidding you an official farewell, be assured that there remains 
with me an abiding interest in the welfare of the Grand Lodge of Oregon, 
and that you, onc and all, have my earnest prayers for your present and 
future happiness.

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The M. W. Grand Master presented the following address : 


Brethren of the Grand Lodge of Oregon— | 

Again, it is my duty, in answering a requirement of the Constitution, to ad- 
dress you my annual message, and again through the Blessing of the GREAT 
ARCHITECT of the Universe, we meet under circumstances the most favorable 
to the Fraternity. Cheering news of unprecedented prosperity of the Craft, is 
pouring in upon us, from all parts of the habitable Globe. Even ‘ Japan,” a 
country hitherto refusing all intercourse with the rest of the World, has lately 
given evidence of the existenec of Masonry in their midst. A Brother writing 
me from the * Sandwich Islands,” says: “I will inform you of a curiosity in 
the possession of Capt. Penhallow, a brother Mason. Itisa workbox made in 
Japan, and brought from there in the Frigate Saratoga. On thc lid isa repre- 
sentation of a Master's Carpet, done in Mother-of-pearl. It is exactly similar to 


_ ours, with this remarkable difference—instead of the coffin at the bottom, this 


displays a Corpse laid out, as for the grave. Now, who taught the Japanese 
these things? for no communication has ever been had with them, except by a 
few Dutch, until Com. Perry’s visit. Has Masonry existed among them for so 
many centuries, and retained its perfect form to this day? It would seem so. At 
any rate, it is a curious thing, and one which I know you will be pleased, and 
yet astonished, to hear.” 


I make this quotation from the Brother's letter, thinking it will be gratifying 
to many to know that another link has been added to the chain of evidence, 
that is presented to show the antiquity, and universality of Masonry. 

I believe I am warranted in saying, that Masonry in Oregon, has never been 
so prosperous as now. The firm resolve of the last Grand Lodge to wage un- 
ceasing war, against the spread of intemperancc—the active and persevering 
move made, to accumulate a fund for Educational purposes—and other eviden- 
ces on the part of the Fraternity to purify the Lodges—raise the standard of 
morals and respectability, so that the members of the Fraternity may occupy 
that position in Society that of right belong to a Mason, has brought our insti- 
tution to the favorable notice of many, who we are glad to see knocking at our 
doors for admission. 

But let me admonish you to guard well the outer door, for upon this, almost 
entirely depends the peace and prosperity of the Fraternity. Formerly, under 
this jurisdiction, Masonry has been too accessible, and I was going to say, too 
popular. The admission of one imperfect stone into the moral Edifice we are 
endeavoring to build, endangers the whole fabric, as we all know to our cost. 
And how difficult it is to remove a stone, after it has once been accepted by the 
Master workman! yet, we have nothing to fearif we place a true guard at our 
doors, and use a proper discrimination in the reception of candidates. If no 
one is admitted into the Lodge as a brother, with whom we are unwilling to as- 
sociate out of it as a gentleman and friend, we need have no fears as to the 
result. But place a double guard at the outer door, and see that none pass, but 
those that are duly qualified. 

But let us not forget to offer up our grateful thanks to Almighty God for the 
preservation of our lives through another year. During the Vacation, Death 
has not visited one of our number, and for this, and the many blessings that are 
daily poured out upon us by a Merciful Creator, let us be diligent in the dis- 
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a Committee and authorized to receive and invest the funds 
which might be contributed in accordance with the second 
and third of the foregoing resolutions; and to solicit for, and 
appropriate to, the achievement of this commendable object, 
such contributions as might be prompted by the liberality of 
the Fraternity outside of this Jurisdiction, as also of the 
lovers of educational progress both here and elsewhere.

Resolved, That the Grand Lodge of the Territory of Oregon do most cor- 
dially extend the right hand of fellowship to their Brethren of the Grand 
Lodge of that Territory—heartily congratulating them upon the pleasant pros-

Wherever, throughout the Union, at the date of our last report, there pre- 
vailed aught to disturb the peace and harmony of the Fraternity, it is now our 
happiness to announce that the discordant elements have been discarded, ex- 
cept within the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of New York.

For the sake of distinction, we re- 
fer to the Grand Lodge of the State of New York, as the **Walworth Grand 
Lodge," and recommend that no cognizance be given to any other body of 
men in that State, as a regular constituted Grand Lodge. 


The proceedings of a Convention held at Louisville, Kentucky, to take into 
consideration the formation of a General Grand Lodge of the United States, 
have been received. The object of the Convention is one which has hitherto 
commanded the favorable action of our Grand Lodge, and as developments 
by the accidents of time, and continued reflection, inspire your Committee ` 
with increased confidence in their opinion of the necessity and practicability 
of such an organization, they recommend that measures be adopted at this 
session of the Grand Lodge to insure her representation at the adjourned ses- 
sion of that Convention to be held at Washington, D. C., early in the ensu- 
ing year.

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The M. W. Grand Master delivered an oral address, and presented in writing the 
following for the consideration of the M. W. Grand Lodge : 

BnrTuüREN—In conformity with the provisions ot the Constitution, 1 lay before yov. 
my written message. But little of spevial interest has occurred during the recess. — 
Owing to circumstances beyond my control, I have not visited all the Subordinate 
Lodges within our jurisdiction, but am happy to state, from reliable source, that they 
are in a flourishing condition. The members added to the fraternity are of that class 
most likely to prove an honor to the craft. As we are yet in our infüney, we should 
bo particularly judicions in our attempts at legislation, and I recommend that they ty 
confined to such as are of immediate importance to the ce:ft within our Masonic bor- 
ders. As our organization is but recent, and perfected in such a short time, it cannu: 
be expected that experience will not point out some defects in our Constitution. | 
therefore recommend a careful examination of that instrument. and the report of such 
amendments as it may be deemed fit to pronose. The time for the meeting of the 
Grand Lodge falling on the day of the general election, I postponed it from the first 
to the second Monday of June, and would suggest the alteration of the Constitution 
in respect of the day fixed for the annual communications of the Grand Lodge. Lalso 
rsvommend a change of the provision of the Constitution in relation to the clection 
of the officers of Subordinate Lodges, so that failure to elect on the day fixed may 
not be without remedy. . 

Your attention is called to the absolute necessity for Subordinate Lodges to make 
frll and complete sutisfaetion to their mother Grand Lodge; this Grand Lodge being 
zow bound for such satisfaction, 

{ earnestly recommend the subject of education to your especial attention, and hope 
that some means in your wisdom may be devised to promote so desirable an object. 
and one which at present is exciting so much attention among the fraternity wherever 
dispersed.

In accordance with the recommendation contained in the 
foregoing report, that portion of the Grand Master’s Address 
relating to the death of Bros. Sweitzer, Pillow, Huber and Ward 
was referred to a Select Committee, consisting of Bros. Pearne, 
Rutledge and Chadwick. 

The hour having arrived which was assigned for the election 
of Grand Officers, the Grand Lodge proceeded to the election of 
Grand Officers for the ensuing Masonic year—Bros. Trenchard 
and Vining acting as tellers. 

The election resulted in the re-election of Amory Holbrook, 
of Oregon City, as M. W. Grand Master. 

Bro. Holbrook, having in his Annual Address, expressed a de- 
sire to be relieved from the responsible duties of Grand Master, 
again tendered to the Grand Lodge his thanks for their renewed 
manifestations of kindness and approval of his official acts as 
Grand Master, and insisted upon being relieved therefrom. 

The Grand Lodge proceeded to a second ballot for Grand 
Master, which resulted in the unanimous re-election of Amory 
Holbrook. 
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The committee, heretofore appointed on Trials in 
presented the following report, to wit: 


To rae M. W. GRAND LODGE OF OREGON : 

Your committee to whom was referred the subject of preparing a code of 
proceedure for the Grand Lodge, upon appeals from the Subordinate Lodges, 
respectfully report: that they have had the same under consideration, and 
they recommend the following, to wit: 

First, Every Mason under sentence of suspension or expulsion, may with- 
in sixty days thereafter, appeal from such sentence to the Grand Lodge ; and 
the Secretary of the Subordinate Lodge, upon such appeal shall send up to 
the Grand Lodge an attested copy of all proceedings in the case, and all the 
evidence introduced upou the trial. 

Second, The Grand Lodge, upon such an appeal being received, shall 
have jurisdiction of the whole case, and may, upon investigation, dismiss the 
appeal, or affirm, reverse, or modify the sentence of the Subordinate Lodge. 
It may compel the sending up of an appeal, and of all returns proper upon 
an appeal; and such dismissal, except for informality, shall operate as an 
affirmance of the sentence of such Subordinates. 1t may set aside the pro- 
ceedings for irregularity, and remand the case for a new trial. It may set 
aside the punishment as inadequate and remand the case for further consid- 
eration. Its sentence reversing or modifying the sentence of its subordinate, 
shall operate to annal the sentence of such Subordinate, but, except with the 
concurreuce of such Subordinate, shall not restore to “membership” in the 
Lodge.

Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Grand Lodge, any meniber under this jurisdic- 
tion who is now; or may be hereafter, engaged in tlie retail sale and traffic of intoxica- 
ting liquors, shall be liable to strict Masonic discipline ; and it shall be made the im- 
perative duty of the W.M. of each Subordinate Lodge under this jurisdiction to present 
to his Lodge every Brother culpable in this particular, and, if found guilty, cause him 
to receive such punisbment as is usually inflicted on members for violating the edict in 
regard to its use —June, 1857.

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Apprentices is all that could be demanded. Care, however, should be taken 
that none be initiated who do not give beforehand good evidence of a capacity 
to receive and exemplify all the degrees in due time. Secondly, I deem it ne- 
cessary that the practice of appointing several Grand Lecturers should be 
changed, and that, instead, only one be apane The reasons for such a change 
are, to my mind, obvious, and must, I think, be equally so to all who have had 
opportunity to observe the policy which has been pursued. Competent men 
can not be found to leave their business and spend the time necessary to give 
the subordinate Lodges the proper and reguisite instruction, unless they can 
be suitably remunerated. One man, if properly paid, can give instruction 
throughout the jurisdiction of this Grand Lodge, better than several; and, 
without any doubt, the work performed under such instruction will be more 
uniform, and probably more correct than can be obtained under the present 
lan. 

I would, therefore, recommend that a sum of money be set apart to re- 
munerate a Grand Lecturer, to be elected at the present annual communication. 
Should it be deemed necessary, some portion of the money could be obtained 
by an assessment upon the subordinate Lodges. I would recommend that such 
Grand Lecturer be required to visit all the subordinate Lodges within this 
jurisdiction, at such times as will suit his and their convenience, and there ex- 
emplify the work which may be approved by this Grand Lodge. It is now 
time that this work be done. 

The cause of education is again most heartily commended to your favorable 
attention. The duty we owe ourselves, our children, and our country, should 
prompt us to action in behalf of this cause. Death may soon smite many 
of our Order, who will leave behind them no means to educate their children ; 
but they will leave them as a sacred trust to the watch, and care, and protec- 
tion of their brethren. Let us make timely preparation to discharge well this 
noble and saered duty, that the children of deceased Masons may realize the 
blessings of science, and a complete education. 

In conclusion, allow me to say that, so far as on me depends, I will always 
be found ready and willing to co-operate with e in all things calculated to 
promote the interests of our time-honored and beloved Order.

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offence; and I would here recommend that this Grand Lodge, at its present 
session, adopt a code of By-Laws for the future government of this Grand 
Lodge, in which they shall more clearly define the course to be pursued by 
Subordinate Lodges in conducting trials, and to make it the duty of Masters 
and Wardens to arrest and punish every Mason, whether a member or not, 
(provided they reside within their juridiction), who shall offend against the 
Moral or Masonic law—and I would fuither recommend that this Grand Lodge 
pass a resolution making it sufficient. offence against our law, for any Mason 
under this Jurisdiction whose reputation for moral honesty and rectitude is 
bad, to be suspended or expelled; and making it the imperative duty of the 
Masters under this Jurisdiction, if they know of any such, to proceed against 
them at once. Under our present regulations offences may be committed with 
impunity, and unless specifications are made and sustained, which often fails 
to be done when it is apparent to every member of the Lodge that the ac- 
cused is guilty of unmasonic conduct, but being confined to specifications they 
fail to convict, and no matter how bad the general reputation of the accused 
may be—he is honorably acquitted and has the endorsement of the Lodge 
that his reputation is all that Masonry requires it should be. I earnestly re- 
commend this measure because it is necessary that we purify our Lodges be- 
fore we can occupy that high place in the estimation of ourselves and the pub- 
lic that of right belongs to the Institution. 


The subject of Education is now being agitated by nearly if not quite all 
the Grand Lodges in the United States, in many, it affords me pleasure to 
say, with the happiest results. Missouri, the parent of the first Lodge in Or- 
egon, stands pre-eminent in this respect. She has labored to accomplish this 
praiseworthy object with a zeal that is truly commendable and worthy of imita- 
tion. They now have a Masonic College at a cost of $54,000, where they 
receive annually over one hundred students that are educated free of cost. 
Our sister of Missouri was very much aided in this great enterprise by those 
who were not Masons, and may we not hope to receive material aid in the 
same way? Let us commence in earnest to provide for the education of poor 
worthy Brother Masons' children, and my word for it, we will be encouraged 
beyond our expectations. I earnestly recommend this subject for your con- 
sideration, and that we adopt some plan at our present session for accumula- 


ting a fund to be appropriated solely for educational purposes. 


Let me urge upon this Grand Lodge, that while other Grand Lodges are 
making liberal donations to the Great National Monument now being erected 
at the Capitol of the United States—that we must not withhold our mite, but 


liberally contribute to aid in completing a monument that is to be the greasest 
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struggled without Masonic aid against the difficulties that have beset her, now, that her oldest 
daughter has arrived at an age when attention must be paid to her education, I have no doubt 
that the case is one which should be provided for from the income ofthe fund, and, therefore, for 
the present, I directed her to be sent to school at the expense of the Grand Lodge. 


In February, I received a communication from the Secretary of Corvallis Lodge, inguiring 
whether money could be obtained from the Educational Fund for the support of the widow and 
children of Bro. Jos. Latshaw, deceased; I was compelled to reply that, in my judgment, such 
an application and use of this fund was not contemplated by the Grend Lodge; it was designed 
solely for educational purposes, and should not be diverted for other causes, The relief and sup- 
port of distressed brothers, their widows and orphans, is provided for—abundantly, I hope—so far 
as every lodge here is concerned, in another way; but when children reach an age when care must 
be had for their mental and intellectual training, the Grand Lodge will, by means of this wise and 
beneficent charity, supply whatever reasonable aid is required, 

While there are many cheering indications of Masonic prosperity in this jurisdiction, it is matter 
of profound regret that there is so much cause for believing that in several of our lodges the 
wholesome and pure tenets of Masonry are, in part, forgotten, When brothers abuse each other, 
or cannot enter the Lodge because another is there, towards whom there is ill-will and a lack of 
fraternal charity, there is strong and solemn reason for wise, earnest, and kindly reproof. 1 feel 
it, therefore, my duty to ask you, my brethren, Masters and Wardens of all our Lodges, with 
whom is the respons:bility, for the reputation and honor of Masonry, to institute a reformation 
in this matter, unless you wish onr sublime professions to become only as sounding brass anda 
tinklingcymbal. Let every Lodge be a pure and stern judgment seat, where offenders against 
our righteous and necessary edicts must surely meet, unless they repent and reform, that retri- 
bution which their faults justly merit. There is too mnch laxity of discipline in all our Lodges, 
Violations of Masonic duty are winked at, which deservedly bring reproach upon the whole frater. 
nity. Profanity, intemperance, injustice in our dealings with our brethren, a want of fortitude 
in boldly asserting and defending the right, when the wrong is popular; and fortitude requires 
sacrifice—heedless imprudence in regard tu the inviolability of Masonic secrets; and, aboveall, a 
readiness to speak and think ill ofa brother; all these, how common among Masons, and how sel- 
dom are they remedied, or restrained, or punished. Let every Lodge be the place where right- 
eousness is laid to the line, and judgment to the plummet; not less because it is the duty of a 
Lodge, alive to its responsibilities, than because by such A course it will obtain a standard of ex- 
cellence, and secure to itself peace and harmony, and so uphold and advance the elevated reputa- 
tion that belongs to Masonry. i 

There is a luxury in forbearance and forgiveness of which too many of us are willing to deprive 
ourselves, It is the highest and most celestial form of charity. Its exercise develops and 
strengthens the soul of pure and catholic Masonry. If any brother has suffered a real or imagined 
grief by the act or words of another, let it be settled at once; if he will not do right as you think, 
do not, for your own sake, permit him the poor satisfaction of knowing that he has made you un- 
happy. | 

Let us follow the inspired apostolic injunction: **Put on, therefore, towards one Another kind- 
*'ness, humbleness of mind, meekness, long-suffering, forbearing one another, and forgiving one 
“*another, if any man have a quarrel against any; and above all these things, put on charity, 
«*which is the bond of perfectness.’’ 


Hear, now, what Divine wisdom declares this charity to be:— 

** And though I have the gift of prophecy, and understand all mysteries and all knowledge, and 
**though I have all faith, so that I could remove mountains, and have not'charity, I ani nothing. 
**And though I bestow all my goods to feed the poor, and though I give my body to be burned, 
**and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing. Charity suffereth long and is kind. Charity 
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That it will appear by reference to the proceedings of last year that the dispensation granted to 
Champoeg Lodge, in 1858, was continued in force; soon afterwards the brethren of that Lodge in- 
formed me that the W, M. had removed from that vicinity, and I therefore appointed Bro, Rob- 
ert Newell to act as W, M, during the year, 1 am glad to beable to state that Lam informed that 
this Lodge has done good masonic work since her last communication, If its records furnish the 
evidence of its merit, I doubt not it will be the pleasure of the Grand Lodge to continue its exist- 
ence under à charter, 

On the 19th of October, 1859, a sufficient number of qualified brethren, whose fitness was certi- 
fied by Tuality Lodge, No. 6, residing at Forest Grove, in Washington Co. , made application for 
a dispensation in the usual. form, authorizing them to open a Lodge in that pleasant village of the 
plain, under a name the selecting of which surprised me, as the brethren, so far as I know them, 
had till that time sliown much good sense and excellent judgment. In spite of this objection, 
which may yet be remedied, I deemed it expedient to issue the dispensation and appointed Bro. 
Milton Tuttle, W. M., Stephen A. Holland, 8. W., and E. W. Dixon, J. W., of Hoibrook 
Lodge. 

On tho 20th of Oct. , a regular petition from brethren residing near Independence, in Polk Coun- 
ty, was submitted to me, accompanied with the recommendation of Jennings Lodge, No. 9, asking 
for a dispensution for a Lodge to be known as Lyon Lodge, As our experienced and thoroughly 
competent Grand Lecturer was suggested as the W. M., I felt that the project was in safe hands, 
particularly when I learned that his zeal and interest for the progress and good health of the Craft 
had induced him to prepare suitable and commodious rooms for the accommodation of the Lodge, 
and the dispensation was therefore granted, empowering W. Bro. Lyon as Muster, Bro. Ben. F. 
Burch, as 8, W., and Bro. Stephen Staats, J. W., to open and hold a Lodge as prayed for. 

In January, upon a petition from a constitutional number of brethren, recommended by Lafay- 
ette Lodge, No. 3, I grauted a dispensation for n Lodge at McMinnville, in Yamhill county, to be 
hailed as Yamhill Lodge, and appointed Bros. F. C. Griffith, W. M.; Thomas Pettygrew, S. W., 
and C, G. Sayler, J. W, 

In February, a petition for a dispensation was submitted, signed by the necessary number of 
brethren, residing near St. Ifelens, in Columbia county, and recommended by Ranier Lodge. As 
all the constitutional requisites were complied with, and after due inquiry it seemed expedient to 
allow the brethren to try the experiment of self-government, at least for a few months, a dispen- 
sation was issued, authorizing Bros. J. G. Hunter, as W. M.; C. H. Reed, as S. W., and Wm, 
Watts, as J, W., to open and hold a lodge, under the name of St. Helens Lodge. 

These several dispensations will, of course, be returned for the consideration of the Grand 
Lodge, and for such action as may be deemed expedient, T ought, perhaps, toadd, in justice to my 
own procecdings, that I have never been disposed to favor the rapid increase of lodges. They 
ought not, in my judgment, to be multiplied faster than the wants of this growing State and the 
healthy condition of the craft imperatively demand; and I have, therefore, in all these instances, 
satisfied myself, from the most reliable sources of information, that each of these lodges, ifinsti- 
tuted, was located inu region where there was a fair prospect of usefulness and prosperity, and hud 
means at its command to obtain and furnish a suitable and secure hail. 


The Grand Master, by a resolution passed last year, was made chairman of a Special Committee, 
to attend to the education of the children of Bro. $. H. Taylor, deceased, formerly a member of 
Warren Lodge, aud I have, therefore, paid, from money drawn from the Educational Fund, the 
sum of $67 35, for tuition and books procured for their use. A similar arrangement should be 
raade for the present year. 

Application was made to me, a short time ago, for assistance to the widow of Bro. James Sin- 
clair, at his death a member of Muitnomah Lodge, who was murdered by the Indians at the Cas- 
cades, in 1855; he left several young children, and though, till the present time, Mrs, Sinclair has 
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for her relief and aid, which have been disbursed by me 
the family required. As the daughters are all of tender a 
assistance seemed to be requisite to enable them to obtain a sui 
tion, I submitted their situation to the M. W. Grand Master, suggesting that 
it seemed eminently preper that some allowance should be ads from the 
educational fund for their benefit. The suggestion met his cordial approval, 
so that he authorized the committee having that fund in charge, to pay fifty 
dollars, to be expended under my direction for that purpose, which has been 
done, and most of the money has been paid for the tuition ef the children 
to the Principal of the Oregon City Seminary. f submit their case to the 
generous consideration ef the Grand Lodge, feeliag sure that it is unneces- 
sary for me to remind you that a prime object of Masonry is that we may be 
enabled to contribute to the relief of the widows and orphans of deceased 
worthy brothers, especially as they are the wards of the whole fraternity, 
rather than of any particular Lodge. 

I regret that I am compelled to announce that our brother, Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Carty, who was appointed Grand Chaplain and Orator for the present year, 
tas been compelled by professional engagements calling him elsewhere at 
this time, to resign kis office. Though thus deprived of the pleasure and 
ps anticipated from his eloquence and eminent Masonic abilities, J am 

appy to inform you that I have been so fortunate as to secure the services 
of another gifted and eloquent brother, Rev. O. Fisher, now visiting us from 
California, whose prompt and courteous assistance as Grand Orator, will, 1 
doubt not, make us forget our disappointment at Rev. Bro. McCarty’s ab- 
sence. 

It will be unnecessary, my brethren, fer me to extend my remarks further, 
as in another capacity, I have at greater length given my views upon those 
Masonic topics, which are under general discussion at the present time. Per- 
mit me, therefore, in concluding these hastily prepared suggestions, to ex- 
press my congratalations at cur present meeting; though not so full as we 
could desire, yet under tke circumstances, enough of us are here “ to thank 
God and take courage.” Itis our annual love feast which we keep—a most 
fitting occasion to think of and to seek for the means of keeping alive and 
exalting our beloved Institution—and if we rise from it, with hearts larger, 
beating fuller, with feelings purer and warmer for our brotherhood, we shall 
have kept it wisely and well, 

What has already been accomplished, must be cherished and magnified. 
The Institution has proved so efficient and necessary an auxiliary to human- 
ity's welfare, that it cannot now be spared. Its very existence and prosper- 
ity shows its necessity.. Imagine for a moment, that it were abandoned 
through the length and breadth of the land, and who shall devise a systema 
of beneficence that can supply iis place? Who will care for the orphans 
thus again made homeless—for the widows bereaved anew of their truest 
protectors? Whose duty shall it become, not as hirelings, but as brethren, 
to watch and wait by the dying stranger, far from home, and its sacred ties 
and blessings? By whom shall his stiffened frame, when the vital spark has 
fled, be composed for its long and solemn repose, or carried reverently to the 
fraternal cemetery and there committed to its kindred dust to rest in the hope 
of a glorious resurrection ? 

Say not that common humanity or the church ought to, and therefore will 
perform allthese duties, for experience sad, but thorough, has proved that 
reliauce on these is vain. If it had been otherwise, Free Masonry long ere 
this, would have found nothing to do, and would have died for lack of sphere 
in which to exist and to operate. 

Strike Masonry out of existence! No, thank God, the imagined misfor- 
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not, in consideration of the great distance from this Grand Lodge, desire a Dispen- 
sation. I submit the matter without comment, further than to state, that the 
brethren residing there, did, a year or more azo, organize an association for the 
purpose of relieving the indigent, nursing the sick, and burying their deceased 
brethren, and many have been tbe recipients of their fraternal kindness and benevo- 
lence. 

The only questions of importance that have been presented requiring an official 
opinion nre : 

What is the status of a Mason whose name is stricken from the roll of his Lodge 
for non-payment of dues? It is generally believed that he occupies the position of 
a suspended Mason. In Article 10, Section 98th of the Constitution, we find that-— 

“It is not competent for any Lodge to suspend or expel a member from all the 
rights and privileges of Masonry, for the non-payment of dues ; but any member 
who shall have neglected to nutke payment of his dues for the space of one year, 
execpt in case of protracted Ulness, or absence fron tho Territory, may be sum- 
moned to appear before the Lodge, to show cnuse why his name should not be 
stricken from the roll of members. Aud any Mason, whose name shall be stricken 
from the roll, shall not he received as à member of any other Lodge until he shall 
have paid up ail arvearages to the Lodge of which he was a member ; and in case of 
non-existence of said Lodge, to the Grand Lodge." 








It appears from this that he is a non-adiliated Mason, withoutthe right to affiliate 
with any other Lodge until all arrearages are paid. Twill add, however, that as 
Master of a Lodge, I would 2s a matter of courtesy to the Lodge from whose roll 
his name had been stricken, deny such admittance ès a visitor (of which right he is 
not debarred by the Constitution), beeause I believe Lodtes will he generous as well 
as just, in the discharge of this duty ; and will rather remit the dues than oppress 
one who is peeuniarily unable to pay them; and ecrtainiy one who is able to pay 
his dues and yet defrawls the Lodge of its revenue, should not rceeive the counte- 
nance of his brethren. 

The W. M. of Wasco Lodge has received a request from the W. M., of Walla 
Walla Lodge, under the jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of Washington, to reecive 
petitions from persons residing in 4 portion of Oregon, in close proximity to the 
Lodge at Walla Walla, L am informed that the W. Brother makes the applica- 
tion generally, not for a partienlar individual, and argues very confidently that the 
matter rests alone with Wasco Lodge. My opinion is. that a Lodge has not the 
right to grant such a request toa Lodge under a foreign jurisdiction ; it virtually 
would be ceding a portion of the territory of this Graud Lodge to the Grand Lodge 
of Washington, and its subordinate, Walla Walla Lodge, and diminishing its sourees 
of revenue. Such a request, then, requires the action of the Grand Lodge, or Grand 
Master during its recess, Lodges under the same jurisdiction may, however, one 
with another, make such an arrangement, because its operation is not detrimental to 
their Grand Lodge. In eonsic 





ration of the remoteness cf this section, (one hundred 
and seventy miles) from the nearest (Wasco) Lodge, 1 have granted permission to 
Wasco Lodge to entertuin such petitions from Wallu Walla Lodge when made in 
individual cases. 

i would earnestly recommend chat the Grand Lodge zive especial attention to the 
subject of the education ofits Wards, Large sums. have been paid during the past 
year for the education of a yew children, which has abscrbed a large portion of the 
interest of the Educational Fund, at least that part of it that may be considered 
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available. It would be well to establish some system for the guidance of the Com- 
mittee, fixing a limit of expenditure for any ane child. 

I would also call the attention of the Grand Lodge to the fact that the proceedings 
of the Tenth Annual Communication have not been published, and the manuscript is 
either entirely lost or in the hands of the party in New York, to whom it was sent 
for publication. Immediate steps should be taken to reclaim this manuscript if 
possible, and have it printed. While upon this subject, I desire to say that I have 
been surprised to learn that the original record of proceedings of this Grand Lodge is 
generally destroyed after it has been used by the printer, We have no other record 
than the “ printed proceedings." These are not always reliable, for typographical 
errors frequently ercep in and destroy the force or sense of a paragraph,—as an 
instance,—in the 15th line, 6th page of ** proceedings ” of 1863, ** initiation " is 
substituted for “‘ his petition," which renders the paragraph vague and meaning- 
less. Theminutes of this body should he transerihed in a durable record book, and 
the manueript addresses, reports, &e., preserved. It would be particularly gratify- 
ing to be able to refer to the manuseript of last year's ** proceedings." Those of 
you, brethren, who were present at the last Annual Communication, will remember 
that M. W. Brother Reed, Grand Master of Washington Territory was present 
during the evening session of the last day ; that he was formally presented to the 
Grand Lodge and received appropriate honors, but from some unaccountable cause, 
reference to this fact has been omitted, although at the request of the Grand Secre- 
tary, I prepared that portion of the record myself. None can regret more than I do, 
this inadvertence, and hope our M. W. Brother and brethren of Washington Terri- 
tory will aecept this assurance as an apology for the omission. 

You will also remember, that after our M. W. Brother had responded to the wel- 
come extended on that occasion, he asked permission to address the brethren present 
upon the subject of jurisdictional controversy, then pending between bimself and 
this Grand Lodge, which was granted ; he repeated, in substance at least, the protest 
which had been previously submitted, discussed and disposed of during the session. 
The chairman of the Washington Committee of Foreign Correspondenee, who had 
been directed to make a special report upon the matter in controversy, says : 

“ As before noticed, M. W. Bro. RrED attended the evening session on the 
last day of the Grand Communication. He stated his views. The Proceedings 
show no response was considered necessary to be made. The deed was done. Onr 
Grand Master was not noticed ; his appeals were not, worthy of even an effort at 
peace-offering.”’ 

If the Committee desire to rebuke us for not replying to Brother Reed and 
re-opening the controversy, I merely have to say, the subject after due delibration 
had been disposed of ; no new light bad been thrown upon it in the course of Brother 
Reed's remarks ; we were just closing a laborious session ; it was late in the evening, 
and many of the brethren had made arrangements to leave on the early morning 
boat ; much business remained yet to be finished, and many matters to be attended 
to between the brethren and Grand Secretary after its close. 

We trust this explanation will satisfy our M. W. Brother and the brethren of 
Washington that no disrespect was intended by our silence. But after the close of 
the session, Brother Reed and myself discussed the matter at considerable length ; 
he was shown what had been submitted in relation to it in the Grand Master’s 
address, and his attontion particularly called to the following : 
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After 1864 the Education Fund is solid and takes over topics such as 'children'. More research on the 
topic of Children should occur by the future researchers for early Oregon Jurisdiction. 
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
